Speaking at an impregsive naturalization ceremony on 
Treasure Island last week, when 114 men and women recely- 
ed citizenship, Federal Judge A. F. St. Sure of San Fran- 
c cisco stated the foundation creed of Americanism with such 
terse eloquence that it would be well if it were read in every 
American schoolroom and home. 

‘There can be no compromise,’’ he declared, ‘‘between 
the American ideal of human liberty and that brand of bar- 
barism spawned by National Socialism, Fascism or Com- 
munism, which is bent on debasing liberty and exalting 
sheer power. There is no room in this country for any of 
these foreign isms, and any persons tainted with the doc- 
trines taught by them cannot be loyal to the American ideal. 
‘We want no half-hearted American citizens—no hyphenated 
citizens. We demand your whole heart or none. Let us 
have done with Italian-Americans, German-Americans, Brit- 
ish-Americans, Irish-Americans, and the like, and all be just 
Americans with but one loyalty, one fidelity, cherishing our 
freedom, cherishing our peace, spiritual and material, and 
prepared, with our faith in God, to defend the American 
idea) with all our might.’’ : 

That California jurist, it seems plain, spoke not only to 
the earnest applicants for citizenship who stood before him, 
But alvo to all in this land, of native or foreign birth, who 
“may have listened credulously to specious propaganda of 
-gn-American agitators and permitted their faith in Ameri- 
gan democracy to become diluted with alien doctrines. One 
hundred and thirty million Americans, united as one to live 
and to defend the American way of life, Americans wholly
